A large procession of workmen,mostlyGer- 
mans, started in procession from the meet- 
ing in Tompltins Square, on Thursday 
morning, and arrived at the City Hall about 
half-past ten o'clock. They bore the same 
banner as on a former occasion, with the 
inscription — 


"Work!" 
"Arbeit!" 


After the crowd had come somewhat to 


order, the committee appointed for the pur- 
pose waited on the Mayor with a document 
wherein was stated their grievances and 
asking for redress. 
Our reporter was re- 


fused admittance to the sanctum, consequ- 
ently he cannot report verbatim what 
transpired of the interview of the committee 
with the Mayor. 


Previous to this interview the Committee 


went into the office of Commissioners of 
Jurors with a crowd following. They there 
signed the petition to the Mayor, anil while 
.in the act of so doing, which occupied only 
a few minutes, they were ruthlessly ordered 
out of the office by Ulysses D. French, 
much to the chagrin of the Germans, who 
began to chatter in their vernacular at a 
great rate j and to the surprise of all pre- 
sent, the Committee retired from the office 
without a row. The Committee in their 
anxiety to lay the matter before the Mayor 
Icrgot the indignity of being forced out of 
the Jurors office. 


It was understood that Mayor Wood said 


lie would do all in his power lor the work- 
ing-men, that the Common Council would 
immediately act for their benefit and it 
would not be necessary to wait for the ses- 
sion of the Legislature to nccede to their 
demands. 


The deputation and crowd will proceed to 


Tomkins Square when they adjourn, where 
it was said they meant to disband for the 
day, but the crowd at one o'clock was no 
less in numbers, and the speaking was still 
going on.

pondence.—It is not supposed that the little 
squad of troops now on their way to Utah 
will make any very decisive demonstration 
against the Mormons before they get rein- 
forcements. In the event of any overt act, 
such as nn attack upon the troops, or the 
forcible ejection of Governor Cummings or 
the federal officers, it is understood that the 
President will recommend to Congress ex- 
traordinary measures for crushiug out the 
rebellion. The plan suggested is the em- 
ployment of several regiments of volunteers 
from Missouri and California, a force of not 
less than five thousand men. Volunteers 
are deemed objectionable for the service" in 
Utah, and inny be employed temporarily in 
defending the frontier so as to permit the 
withdrawal and concentration of regular 
troops for the Mormon campaign.
